Key services 
protected 
in face of 
budget cuts 


THE COUNCIL has launched a 
strategic plan to deal with a multi 
million pound cut to its budget. 

The cut is part of the Chancellor’s 
Autumn Statement which means the 
royal borough is expected to lose around 
£53m from its budgets over the next three 
years. 

In a bid to protect frontline services, the 
cabinet agreed a Medium Term Financial 
Strategy which will set out its spending 
priorities over the next three years. 

The strategy outlines four areas of 
action to help achieve the necessary 
savings while maintaining key services: 

• workforce savings - reducing staff 
costs by £20m per year through 
restructuring and voluntary 
redundancy 

• transforming adult social care - 
changes to services to be reviewed 
with people who use those services. 

• boosting growth and investment 

- attracting new businesses to the 
borough to create job opportunities 
making them less dependent on 
welfare while also bringing in greater 
levels of business rates. 

• improving general housekeeping 

- council departments to look at 
reducing costs such as enabling more 
transactions online which are more

• A council spokesperson 
said: "Apologies for the 
inconvenience. This work is part 
of the council's £5m HILL project 
to improve over 100 roads. 

We do aim to co-ordinate road 
works to minimise disruption 
and this was the case where 
Thames Water recently 
completed repairs and the 
council followed with footway 
repaving works. 

However, during the first 
phase of these works we 
were not advised of Thames 
Water's meter programme so 
it wasn't possible to have both 
contractors on site together. 
Thames Water will now 
be required to replace the 
pavements to the same new 
standard and this will be 
monitored by the council."

Store safe after inspection 


THE 99p store in Eltham High Street has been 
fined a total of £23,566, including costs, after 
pleading guilty to selling food that had been 
nibbled by mice. 

Magistrates at Bexley heard that royal 
borough environmental health officers 
who had carried out a routine inspection 
found mouse droppings on shelves and 
a storeroom floor. Food products had 
been gnawed and nesting material was 
discovered. The mice had gnawed holes in 
the floor, giving them easy access around the 
premises. There were also smear and grease 
marks left by the mice running over the 
same areas. 

Officers also found gnawed biscuits and 
cakes on the shelves, droppings and puddles 
of mouse urine. They ordered the store 
to close, and not reopen until the rodent 
infestation was controlled, the premises 
pest-proofed and thoroughly cleaned and 


disinfected. This work was carried out and 
the shop has now reopened. It has been 
revisited and inspected several times since, 
with no further action needed. 

Cllr Jackie Smith, the council's cabinet 
member for community safety and 
environment, said: "Our officers work 
tirelessly with local businesses to provide 
advice and support, but we will not hesitate 
to take enforcement action where this advice 
is ignored or if the public are exposed to 
serious risks. I hope this case sends out a 
strong message that unsafe food cannot be 
sold within the royal borough." 

The council gives a food hygiene rating to 
all food retailers when they are inspected 
and the rating should also be displayed 
clearly on the premises.

Council members had a preview of how 
the robot works during a demonstration 
at Woolwich Town Hall last Tuesday 
(November 24) by its developers, Starship 
Technologies. 

The Estonian-based company located 
in the borough because of the council’s 
commitment to using advanced 
technology to benefit residents and 
businesses. Starship is now in talks with 


the council about hosting one of its two 
worldwide trials in Thamesmead next 
year. 

Last week’s demonstration showed 
how the robot works, and how it could 
revolutionise the home delivery market 
by transforming ‘last mile’ deliveries. 

Council leader Denise Hyland said: 
“During the trial we’ll be looking at 
how automated delivery robots can 
help remove delivery vehicles from 
the roads. This would improve safety, 
reduce congestion 
and improve air 
quality. There are 
also other possible 
applications, 
such as helping 
people with limited 
mobility.” 

During the 


demonstration, councillors met Starship 
directors and former MP Lembit Opik, 
the company’s UK representative. Mr 
Opik said: “Greenwich has a reputation 
for leading the world with pioneering 
technology and the council clearly 
appreciates the enormous benefits of the 
Starship vehicle.” 

The council’s ‘smart city’ strategy is all 
about using the latest digital technologies 
to improve services, save time, energy 
and money and engage more efficiently 
with residents and businesses. 

The borough’s growing reputation 
as a technology hub is attracting new 
companies eager to take advantage of the 
advances in digital technologies. Starship 
Technologies is the latest company to 
join the council’s innovation centre and 
joins more than 1,000 ICT businesses now 
operating in the borough.

council to provide. 

The strategy also includes measures 
to develop stronger partnerships with 
voluntary and community groups in 
the delivery of services and to develop 
further links between social care services, 
currently run by the council, and health 
care services which are offered by the 
NHS. 

“We have a good track record for careful 
financial planning and over recent years 
this has proved the best way to protect 
services and to protect the people who 
rely on those services - particularly the 
most vulnerable in our community. 

“The cuts imposed by central 
government create an extremely 
challenging pressure for local councils, 
and there is no disguising the fact that 
some services will need to change, or 
be reduced,” said council leader Denise 
Hyland. 

She added: “We’ve found that the best 
way of ensuring that our staff and 
residents know exactly where they stand, 
is to take most of the tough decisions 
early - and that’s exactly what we plan to 
do now, with most savings in place for the 
start of the new financial year in April

Bullies beware, children learn how to deal with you 


STUDENTS from four secondary schools ran 
workshops with primary school pupils to help 
them deal with bullying. 

The one-day event at Charlton House took 
place during National Anti-bullying Week. 
One hundred and twenty children from seven 
primary schools worked with students from 
Thomas Tallis, Corelli College, Newhaven and 
Woolwich Polytechnic and council staff using 
role playing, drama and games to tackle the 


problem. 

The theme was 'Making a noise about bullying', 
so workshop sessions incorporated music, 
songs and games. There were also stalls run 
by local police cadets, school nurses and the 
council's Inclusion, Learning and Achievement 
team. 

Asked what she shuld do if bullied, Rebecca, 

1 0, said: "I would tell the school ambassadors, 
the school council and even the teachers." 


And Holly, also 10, said: "I think you can stop 
bullying by being kind." 

Cllr John Fahy, the council's cabinet member 
for children's services, said: "The theme of 
'making a noise'about bullying is all about 
telling other people about what is going on. 
The event was a great opportunity for young 
people to talk about how to tackle bullying, 
with older students taking part as good role 
models for them." 


New team of young 
councillors announced

ROYAL Greenwich has a new group 
of 21 young people to give a voice to 
other young people and represent 
their views. 

They are the newly-elected Greenwich 
Young People’s Council (GYPC), who 
will serve for two years, and aim to 
influence the council’s decision-making 
to the advantage of the borough’s younger 
people. 

The results were announced at Woolwich 
Public Hall last Tuesday (November 24) 
after voting in 15 schools, colleges and 
youth hubs over three days. Just under 
6,000 votes were cast - with a turnout of 49 
per cent of those eligible to vote. 

Nominations were open to young people 
aged 11- 19, or up to 25 for disabled young 
people, and a total of 58 candidates put 
themselves forward for election. The 
young voters were able to support only 
candidates who went to their own school 
or youth hub. 

Newly-elected youth councillor Ryan 
Dunkeley, 17, from Woolwich and a student 
at Greenwich UTC, said: “I intend to focus 
on employment for young people. A major 
problem these days is the struggle to find 
work. Hopefully I will be able to help 
organise more work experience for them 
with local firms.” 

Harley Bagnall-Taylor, 18, who represents 
Hawksmoor Youth Club in Thamesmead, 
said: “I want to get more youth clubs 


running and better access to them, as well 
as more sport facilities for people who are 
not able to travel.” 

The new youth councillors are 
expected to commit around four 
hours a week to represent other 
young people. They get the chance 
to make new friends, develop skills 
and gain experience, receive free 
training, coaching and mentoring, 
and go on trips both inside and 
outside the borough. 

GYPC initiatives are designed to 
raise awareness and involve young 
people in politics, democracy 


and citizenship. The council 
produces an annual manifesto 
and action plan, which focuses 
on the key issues affecting 
young people in Royal 
Greenwich. 

Cllr John Fahy, the council’s 
cabinet member for children’s 
services, presented the 
young councillors with their 
certificates. He said: “I very 
much hope that we can have 
the opportunity to work with 
the Youth Council to achieve 
their ambitions for young 
people. I hope that they will 
be at the heart of the decision- 
making process. I will work 
tirelessly with colleagues to 
ensure that their priorities and 
aspirations can be met.”

Unique club marks first birthday 


A UNIQUE club which helps young 
people with hearing loss to get together, 
has just celebrated its first birthday. 

‘DeafStation’, was set up especially for 
deaf children and is led by the young 
people themselves - who also came up with 
the name. Funded by the council, it meets 
at The Valley and is run by the Charlton 
Athletic Community Trust (CACT). 

The club’s first birthday was marked 
by a celebration party with songs, signed 
poetry, and stalls from deaf organisations 
and deaf-owned businesses which have 
supported the club. 

The club has a strong music focus and 
young people play and enjoy music during 
sessions. They sign songs and have run 
dance sessions.

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CHRISTMAS is conning and it's tempting to splash out for those extra special 
gifts. Greenwich Time offers some advice to help make sure residents get 


value for money so they can enjoy a safe and stress-free festive season. 


I F a bargain looks too good to 
be true, then it probably is. 

That’s the message from the 
council’s trading standards team who 
are warning residents to be aware of 
what they are buying - in the shops 
or online. 

There has been a 12 per cent increase 
in the number of counterfeit and 
sub-standard electrical goods coming 
into the UK - and the traders know 
what’s on everyone’s ‘favourites’ list. 

From mobile phones and digital 
games to hair straighteners and even 
e-cigarettes, always beware of fakes. 
Counterfeit goods often contain 


faulty parts that can cause products 
to overheat and even catch fire - and 
if you buy a fake that goes wrong, it 
can be impossible to return it to the 
seller. 

Cllr Jackie Smith, cabinet 
member for community safety and 
environment, said: “We’re all looking 
for a bargain at this time of year but 
the best advice is to stick to reputable 
traders, on the high street and online. 
That way your consumer rights are 
ensured and you can enjoy Christmas 
without having to worry.” 

If you bought something that has 
turned out to be unsafe 
and caused damage 


the law says you have a right to 
claim a remedy - such as a repair or 
replacement - from the trader who 
sold you unsafe goods. 

It’s always best to give your 
Christmas lights a good check when 
you get them out after a year in 
storage. 

Look out for loose wires, broken 
bulbs and any other damage which 
may cause them to over-heat and 
pose a danger on the Christmas tree. 
And remember never to use lights 
outside unless they are specially 
designed for that purpose. 




THERE are specific 
regulations 
about selling 
new toys and 
they should 
always 
have the 
name and 
address of the 
manufacturer 
as well as the 
CE mark which 
guarantees a toy 
is safe. 

There should also 
be labelling to 
ensure safe use, for 
example, 
it should say if it is 
unsuitable for children 
under the age of three. 

The council's trading standards officers 
recently had to advise a trader to stop 
selling the toy caterpillars (pictured) 
on the internet as they did not have 
suitable labelling.

• Check the reviews: use online review 
websites to find out what people are 
saying about products and sellers. Try 
www.buyagift.co.uk 

• Check the seller: look for their contact 
details and ensure there is a full address, 
not just a PO Box number. Not all 
websites with a .co.uk address are based 
in the UK. 

• Check the price: do a price check on 
products - if it is markedly cheaper than 
you would expect, alarm bells should 
ring. 

• Check the purchase process: look for 
websites that allow you to pay safely - 
these have a padlock symbol on your 
screen when you are filling in your 
payment. Also ensure there is a returns 
or complaints procedure should you be 
unsatisfied. 

• Check the product: when it arrives, 
firstly check for damage or loose wires, 
then check the voltage is 230V, 50Hz (the 
UK's usual domestic voltage) and that

AFTER celebrating England’s 
recent hosting of the Rugby World 
Cup, an historic royal borough club 
is making giant steps to inspire 
the next generation of rugby 
enthusiasts. 

Blackheath Rugby Club, which was 
founded in 1858, is the oldest open rugby 
club in the world, and can almost trace 
its roots back to the birth of the game. 

The club runs a programme taking 
rugby into local primary schools - 
an average of five a year. Youngsters 
are taught the game, starting with 
tag rugby, with pupils at Heronsgate, 
Invicta, St Thomas More, Charlton 
Manor, Horn Park and Brooklands 
primary school playing on both their 
own school grounds and at Blackheath’s 


Well Hall ground in Kidbrooke Lane, 
Eltham. 

Club chairman Russell Ticehurst 
explained: “Greenwich and south-east 
London is not known as a traditional 
rugby area, which means we have to 
work twice as hard. We want to have a 
reputation as a club that can be enjoyed 
by the many rather than the few, and 
we want to let everyone know where we 
are. We are trying to offer something 
different with rugby. It’s a very physical 
game, and there is lots of fun to be had. 

“The kids enjoy it, both boys and girls. 
It’s a good community thing - we want 
to be recognised as a good sporting 
influence, with all the good values that 
rugby offers. All the teams are mixed, 
and we start with tag ruby, which is fun 
and the equivalent to five-a-side football, 
with lots of running about. There’s no 
technical coaching and it’s not formal - 


that comes later. The children can wear 
trainers or boots, and we have an all- 
weather playing surface.” 

The club is now looking for additional 
sponsorship. “We need a partner to 
come in and help us deliver more of 
the good things that we are doing in 
the borough. We get fantastic support 
from Denise Hyland, the council leader,
